Jan Graham, the incumbent Democrat, is playing 
up her successes in office and relationship with the 
Republican governor and Republican-majotity state 
legislature in her race for Utah attorney. general 
against Republican challenger Scott Burns. 

“The incumbent has advantages the opponent 
doesn’t. She can point to what she has done in her 
office and she has access to funds he doesn’t,” said 
Frank Roberts, this race’s analyst for his political 
science 319 class. 

During her term as attorney general, Graham said 
she has worked hard to address the growing gang 
problem in Utah and has produced an educational 
video called “This is Not My Kid,” which helps 
make parents and community members more aware 
of gang presence and how they can combat it. She 
also has tried to crack down on youth violence, pro- 
vide more support for police throughout the state, 
stop family violence, save taxpayer dollars by stop- 


ping frivolous prisoner lawsuits, and give victims a 
voice in the criminal justice system. 

Burns works as the current Iron County Attorney. 
He bases his campaign on the success he has had in 
office and that he has successfully prosecuted more

During the KBYU Attorney General race debate 
held Thursday night, Burns accused Graham of 
doing too much of what the governor wants to do. 

He said, “If you’re going to be attorney general, 
then you’ve got to be a leader, and you’ve got to 
have your own opinion and your own plan of action, 
and then advise and work with the governor and 
legislature.” 

Graham responded by saying she is “proud of the 
effective working relationship my office has with 
the governor’s office.” 

Graham said she and the governor are probably the 
most effective combination in Utah since it became 
a state. She made it clear that the attorney general is 
there to advise the governor of his legal options. It is 
governor’s job to make a lot of the decisions, the 


attorney general advises along the way. 

Burns said because Graham is a Democrat, the 
state has had to hire many independent lawyers to 
fight for the Republican point of view. 

Graham said the use of independent counsel since 
her taking. office.is-dewn 90 percent and she said 
she has enjoyed working with the Republican gov- 
ernor. 

At the end of the debate, Burns made his closing 
statement. 

“Who is going to provide the leadership to make 
you, your families and Utah a safer place? I hope 
you decide that it’s Scott Burns,” he said. 

Graham said in her closing statement she is proud 
of what her office has achieved through teamwork 
and through putting off party politics. Through 
bipartisan efforts she said she has accomplished 
much. 

Roberts said the latest Dan Jones poll indicated 
Graham will receive 55 percent of the vote-and 
Burns will receive 23 percent, with 20 percent 
undecided.

“A person’s moral beliefs have 
direct influence on every decision 
they make. Honesty is huge — no 
one makes a decision without going 
through a thought process,” said 
Jenny Valentine, a sophomore from 
Elma, Wash., majoring in secondary 
education. 

“The way I figure it, voters them- 
selves would want to be the one run- 
ning the country, so they pick the 
candidate with a character most like 
their own. Issues will be different in 
two years, but character will last the 
whole four-year term,” said Blain 
King, a freshman from Newhall, 
Calif., majoring in business manage- 
ment. 

Character should be an issue, said 
Jose Salazar, a junior, from Peru, 
majoring in business management. A 
person’s character reflects the values 
a person has and should help 
Americans determine whether they 
want that person to represent their 
Societye 

According to political science pro- 
fessionals, the economy, current 
issues and party identification along 
with character, determine how indi- 
vidual voters calculate their deci- 
sions. 

In the current campaign environ- 
ment, voters are being asked if issues 
of character will override the impor- 
tance of a prospering economy, said 
Kelly Patterson, assistant professor 
of political science. “Many voters 
have serious reservations about elect- 
ing Clinton.

“America seems to ask more of the moral character of 
politicians than it used to or than it does from any other 
public figure, said Sharilyn Ridenhour, a part-time 
BYU English teacher, She questions how much the 
moral character of an individual affects his ability to 


lead a nation, 


One of the functions of popular politics, which gZ0es 
back to England or even Rome, is candidates seek to 
prove they are better than the rest, said Neil York, profes- 
Sor Of political science at BYU. “Mudslinging is as old 
as any system where people are running for office.”

Patterson said that the intensity of character assassina-

Americans have a responsibility to 
judge the character of the President 
and candidates; yet, at the same time, 
journalists must apply an ethical 
approach in deciding what people 
need to know on the character ques- 
tion, said Daniel Stout, assistant pro- 
fessor of communications. 

“The character question is difficult 
because there are both private and 
public dimensions to a candidate’s 
history,” said Stout. He said that pri- 
vate things concern him about Bill 
Clinton but publicly he has been hard 
working and committed as a public 
servant.

OGDEN — Two Utah Highway Patrol officers opened fire on an armed 
teenager after he reportedly fired a semi-automatic handgun at the troopers 
during a routine traffic stop. 

The teenager had five or six gunshot wounds but was not critically injured 
and was being treated at Ogden’s McKay-Dee Hospital. 
Utah Highway Patrol Capt. George Chino said the two troopers had pulled 
gver a four-door sedan for a possible registration problem.

“The officer then saw what looked like a weapon, and the teenager reportedly 
fired one or two shots.

Salvation Army leads in donations again 


WASHINGTON — Americans gave $23.5 billion to the nation’s 400 biggest 
charities last year, giving most generously to the Salvation Army, the American 
Red Cross and Catholic:Charities USA. 

Giving was up 5 percent from a year earlier, The Chronicle of Philanthropy’s 
annual survey of the 400 nonprofit organizations receiving the most private 
money showed. The 1994 increase was 6.3 percent. 

Charities on the newspaper’s “Philanthropy 400” list received about $1 out of 
évery $6 donated to nonprofits. 

Although donations to the Salvation Army dropped by 11.3 percent, that 
organization topped the list for the fourth consecutive year with collections of 
$644.3 million. 

The American Red Cross, number two for three years, raised $456.6 million, 
which represented a 7.9 percent drop from 1994. 

A 25-percent increase in giving to Catholic Charities USA boosted that orga- 
nization from No. 7 to No. 3 on the list, as it raised $419.4 million last year. 

The survey also found: 

-Community foundations, which raise and distribute money in a single geo- 
graphic area, saw the biggest gain in donations - 93 percent. 

-Giving rose 25.4 percent to museums and libraries, 17.5 percent to education 
groups, 17.4 percent to public broadcasting and 16.5 percent to arts organiza- 
tions. 

-Public affairs groups saw giving drop sharpest, by 8.2 percent. 


Talks continue in Israeli retreat from Hebron 


JERUSALEM — U.S. envoy Dennis Ross shuttled between Jerusalem and 
the Palestinians’ Gaza Strip headquarters Sunday, trying to finesse a deal to 
start an overdue Israeli withdrawal from Hebron. 

With warnings of violence multiplying from Jewish settlers in the West Bank 
town and from Islamic militants, both sides were anxious to reach agreement 
soon. 

Ross and the Israelis reported progress; the Palestinians said substantive dif- 
ferences remain. 
ePalestinian leader Yasser Arafat met with Ross on Sunday night, and both 
Palestinian sources and Shai Bazak, a spokesman for Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu, said after the meeting that agreement did not appear 
imminent. 

“Ross made no comment after the meeting. But he suggested earlier that a new 
deal on the months-overdue pullback agreed to by Israel’s previous govern- 
ment could be delayed if Arafat goes ahead with plans to leave Monday on a 
weeklong trip to Europe. 

‘Netanyahu has promised to honor the earlier agreement, but wants more 
security for the 450 Jewish settlers in Hebron. The Palestinians have said his 
demands would require unacceptable changes to the agreement. 


Experts compare Dole, Clinton royal blood 


LONDON — President Clinton and Bob Dole have more in common than 
wanting to be president. They are distant cousins. 

But Clinton has a snootier pedigree, according to genealogists who say that 
gives him an election edge. 

Both Clinton and Dole can trace their ancestry to King Henry III and 
Presidents William Henry Harrison and Benjamin Harrison, according to 
Burke’s Peerage, a publishing house that traces the lineage of royal and noble 
families. 

But Clinton has far more royal blood than Dole because he is directly 
descended from King Robert I of France and is also related to every Scottish 
monarch and to the current British royal family. 

Harold Brooks-Baker, publishing director of Burke’s Peerage, says Clinton’s 
bluer blood gives him an edge in November’s election. 

“The presidential candidate with the greatest number of royal genes has 
always been the victor, without exception, since George Washington,” said 
Breoks-Baker, an American from Baltimore, Md., who has lived in Britain 
since 1968. 

“@nly the merest drop of royal blood flows in the veins of Senator Dole,” he 
said? 

Dole’s sole royal link is to Henry III, who ruled England from 1227 to 1272.

Leavitt said many crimes can be 
traced to problems in the family. He 
said the solution must be a wide- 
spread community and family effort. 
Government attempts to deal with 
crimes often don’t work, he said. 

Bradley said the government can 
help. He said government can help 
establish day care and after-school 
activities, mentor programs and other 
wholesome pursuits. 

The candidates agree that judges 
should be given more authority on 
criminal sentencing. Bradley is 
ambivalent on the death penalty, but 
Leavitt supports its use in cases of the 
most heinous crimes. 

Oboin said Bradley is smart not to 
address typical Democrat issues such 
as abortion because doing so would 
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alienate Utah’s conservative elec- 
torate. 

Leavitt is originally from Cedar 
City. He received his bachelor’s 
degree from Southern Utah University 
in 1976. Before serving as governor 
beginning in 1993, he was president 
and CEO of the Leavitt Group, an 
insurance company. He has also 
served on the SUU Board of Regents 
and as the president of the Republican 
Governors Association. 

Bradley is also a Utah native. He 
earned a bachelor’s degree in political 
science at the University of Utah. He 
served as chairman of the Salt Lake 
County Commission from 1991 to 
1994. Before that he was a consultant 
to energy and waste management 
companies. Under former Governor 
Scott Matheson he worked as the 
director of the Utah Energy Office.

Each year approximately 15 percent 
of the total taxpayers bill is used to 
cover the yearly interest on national 
debt. Perot’s simple formula is to pay 
our bills.

One of the most important issues of 
the Reform Party’s platform is the 
elimination of the billions of special 
interest dollars flowing through cam- 
paigns. 

“Political parties are counterproduc- 
tive because special interest money 
and political action committee (PAC) 
money, a group of individuals who 
want a political agenda advanced by 
contributing financially to candidates 
who share their views, influence the 
candidates. Perot believes that there 
will be no real changes until the influ- 
ence of these groups are eliminated,” 
Matkin said. 

In the first half of 1996, corpora- 
tions, trade groups, unions and other 
special interests spent at least $400 
million trying to influence the federal 
government, according to an analysis 
of the first disclosures under a new 
lobbying law released by the reform 
party. 

The solution to this problem, out- 
lined by the reform party is to elimi- 
nate PAC money and special interests 
and encourage small dollar amounts 
by individual citizens to finance cam- 
paigns. 

According to the Reform Party, in 
order to reform taxes, Perot plans to 
eliminate the IRS and the tax code 
and replace them with a paperless, 
modern system.

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Reform Party endorses Democratic candidates

Ross Perot’s Reform Party endorsed 
Utah congressional and gubernatorial 
candidates at a special press confer- 
ence held Tuesday, announcing that 
most Republican candidates made a 
poor showing on reform issues. 

The Reform Party evaluated the can- 
didates on issues including budget, 
trade, economy, campaign and lobby- 
ing practices, and accountability. The 
following candidates were endorsed 
on the basis of those issues: 

- Congressional District 1: 
Sanders (D) 

- Congressional District 2: Ross 
Anderson (D) 

- Congressional District 3: Bill 
Orton (D) 

- Utah Governor’s Office: 
Bradley (D) 

Claire Geddes, chairman of the 
Reform Party of Utah, said that candi- 
dates were evaluated using a question- 
naire, and Democratic candidates 
appeared more independent in their 
responses, thus better representing the 
people of Utah. 

“This is not an endorsement of the 
Democrats or the Democratic Party. 
We strictly believe that we should 
vote on the issues. That’s why we did 
a questionnaire. It did come down on 
party (lines), but those were just the 
results of our examination,’ Geddes 
said. 

Geddes also said one of the main 
reasons for Democratic support in this 
case is the Dole plan on taxes, which 
couldn’t pass Reform policy. 

“We think that would blow a hole in 
the deficit. We gave heavy weighting 
to that financial plan because it was 
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so important,’ Geddes said. 

Geddes also said the Republicans 
aren’t willing to limit contributions to 
campaigns. 

“We’re concerned that we’re selling 
our government and the offices. Most 
of the individuals who are Democrats 
that are running are running indepen- 
dently. That’s what we’re looking 
for,’ Geddes said.

“It’s very interesting that Smith 
is doing as well as he is because 
Smith is a conservative while the 
State of Oregon is Democratic,” 
Lewis said. “The candidates are 
within one percentage point of 
each other.” 

Smith’s religious affiliation has 
not been an issue in the race thus 
far,

the budget. 

The candidates share 
similar ideas concerning the 
issues but differ more in their 
political backgrounds. 

“They are both coming 
to the same point, but they are 
coming from different origins 
to get to that point,” Lewis said. 

Smith, also known as 
the “Compassionate 
Conservative,” supports provid- 
ing more money for educational 
needs. For the budget, Smith 
supports a freeze on defense 
spending, President Clinton’s 
welfare reform bill, and he sup- 
ports Bob Dole’s 15 percent tax 
cut proposal. Most of Smith’s 


candidate because of his support of child care in j 
the work place, health care, and minimum wage 
increases. Bruggere also supports tax deductions 
for college tuition, wants to cut defense spending, 
and opposes the welfare reform bill as well as the 
proposal to cut taxes. According to Lewis, 
Bruggere’s campaign efforts are focusing on 
increasing his name recognition because of his 
inexperience. 

Smith has had more experience than Bruggere in 
the political campaign trenches. Smith previously 
served in the Oregon state Congress and last 
January he lost to U.S. Senator Ron Wyden during 
the special elections, said Lewis. 

Bruggere, on the other hand, has served in more 
local-level positions and is facing off in his first 
major campaign against Smith. 

The outcome of this race is important to 
Oregonians as well as the nation, said Lewis. 

“I definitely believe there will be a shift in the 
political climate of Oregon if Smith is elected. 
There will be tighter government controls,” she 
said. “If Bruggere takes the seat, he and Wyden 
(the recently elected senator from the special elec- 
tions) will likely push the climate even further to

Californian voters may set national 
precedence for an issue that is once 
again drawing lines in the civil rights 
debate. Proposition 209, an act that 
would end affirmative action pro- 
grams in state and local government 
hiring, contracting, and college 
admissions, is among the dozen initia- 
tives Californians will see on the Nov. 
5 ballot. 

The initiative has been losing some 
support of late, but in a recent Field 
Poll it maintained a 15-point lead. 
The results showed a two-point drop 
from September’s 17-point lead. 

Polls indicate the initiative is sup- 
ported by most groups, including 
young voters, the elderly, high school 
graduates, people with college 
degrees, men, women, Democrats and 
Republicans. Hispanics favored the 
measure by a slight margin, but 
blacks continue to oppose it. 

Affirmative action, instituted nearly 
three decades ago by President 
Lyndon Johnson, was meant to elimi- 
nate race and gender-based discrimi- 
nation in education and the work

“Education is not a federal issue,” 
Draschil said. “Let parents and local 
school boards decide how we are 
going to educate our children. We 
care the most. We understand the best. 
Let us educate our children.” 

Local government is more equipped 
to handle education because they bet- 
ter understand local issues and prob- 
lems, Olson said. 

The polled students also indicated 
an interest in foreign affairs. The con- 
flicts in Bosnia and Israel raised 
awareness of the United State’s role in 
international conflicts. 

“We need to set an example of a 
free, moral society,” Draschil said.

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Voter apathy a concern among candidates.

Election day is coming, but many 
Americans will will not be at the polls 
to vote. 

Although percentages are slightly 
higher for voter turnout in presidential 
elections, in 1994 only 36 percent of 
the voting-age population voted for 
representatives, according to the 1995

States. 

“T think if you don’t vote you should 
leave the country” said Laitina 
Desisto, a senior from Austin, Texas 
majoring in psychology. 

“I don’t know that I necessarily 
want to vote. We either stay with 
someone I don’t like or get someone 
who is old and out of touch. Both are 
not my favorites,” said Melissa Halls, 
a senior from Salt Lake majoring in 
sociology. 

In this election’s second presidential 
debate, both President Clinton and 
Senator Dole addressed the issue of 
voter apathy. President Clinton said, 
“The American people must be 
responsible and realize there is a con- 
nection with their lives and what we 
do in Washington. 

Statistics show that the lower the 
social-economic status of a person, 
the less likely the person is to vote, 
said Jennifer Christensen, a junior 
from Lehi, Utah majoring in political 
science. The lowest voter turnout 
comes from Americans 18-24 years- 
old. 

There are a variety of reasons why 
people don’t vote, said Ryan Benson, 
a junior from Bountiful, Utah major- 
ing in political science. People feel 
that their vote doesn’t count, “They 
feel with the electoral college the win- 
ner takes all and if their favorite can- 
didate is ahead in the polls he is 
already going to win.” 

Dole has a 15 point lead in Utah and 
most Utah voters have their minds 
made up. In California there are quite 
a few undecided voters and there is 
only a nine to ten point Clinton lead. 

Benson also said that many non-vot- 
ers are Satisfied with the way the 
nation is going and therefore don’t 
vote. Others are apathetic toward 
issues. “Dole and Kemp are focusing 
on economics ... people are satisfied 
with economic conditions, and 
Clinton’s foreign policy is criticized 
as being ambiguous and not principle 
based.” 

Women vote more than men, said 
Benson, and issues facing women are 
playing a major role in this election. 
Clinton has a 16 point lead over Dole 
among women and only a six to eight 
point lead among men. 


“Clinton is especially popular with 
“soccer-moms,’ the middle-class, 
white woman who stays home with 
kids. This is the group most easily 
swayed — Reagan had a huge amount 
of support from them,” Benson said. 

Some people think they are making 
a statement by not voting, said 
Christensen. “Although Utah will go 
republican, we need to turn out to 
vote not just for the President but for 
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congressmen. The whole voting pre- - 
cedure is to let our political leaders 
know how they are doing and what 
we like.” 

Even though Clinton is ahead in the 
polls, Republicans can gain seats im 
the Senate in this election, he contin=' ;

Hours of rigorous workouts spent 
perfecting skills paid off for BYU’s 
Army ROTC male “Ranger 
Challenge” team and female “Killer 
Angels” team. Last weekend at an 
invitational in California, the Rangers 
won the first-place title and the 
Angels beat four male teams. 

The Cold-Steel Ranger Challenge 
Invitational was at California State 
University in San Bernadino. Schools 
from Calif., Utah, Nev. and Ariz. 
competed at the invitational. 

BYU’s teams competed against each 
gther as well as eight other teams. The 
Killer Angels was the only all female 
team at the competition. 

“Fhe events of the two-day ROTC 
competition were weapons assembly, 
physical fitness tests, rope bridging, a 
hand grenade assault course, land 
navigation, orienteering and a 10K 
ruck run with cadets wearing every- 
thing from a 25 pound pack on their 
back to combat boots on their feet. 

Both teams have been working out 
every morning Monday through 
Friday from 5:30 a.m. to 7:30 a.m., 
every Tuesday and Thursday from 2 
p.m. to 5 p.m. and Saturdays from 6 
a.m. to either 10 a.m. or 3 p.m. since 
the beginning of the school year. 

“The cadets this year are probably, 
as a team and as individuals, in the 
best shape mentally and physically 
that we have seen in the last six 
years,” said the coach of the Ranger 
Challenge Team, Captain Michael 
Currunt, assistant professor military 
science. 

The Killer Angels beat male teams 
in every event except the hand 
grenade assault course but did not 
receive a warm welcome at the com- 
petition according to members of the 
team. “They didn’t think we belonged 
there,” said Elizabeth Coleman, a

sophomore from Pennsylvania. 
“Everyone was laughing at us at the 
beginning and the guys were not tak- 
ing us seriously.”

“Everyone knew who we. were after 
the first couple events because we 
were doing a lot better than they 
expected of us,” said Elizabeth 
Huestis, a sophomore from Vermont.

“Voters have been really cooperative for the most 
part,” Blake said. “We also owe a lot to the 
Statistics Department for compiling the numbers in 
an accurate manner.” 

Exit pollers report results to a data entry center in 
the Spencer W. Kimball Tower each hour on elec- 
tion day. Those numbers are then passed on to 
Statistics Professor Howard Christensen. His team 
of statistics students sort the statistics according to 
the demographic information voters. provided. The 
purpose of exit polls is to accurately predict win- 
ners before the ballots are actually counted. 

“Because of our methods and experience, we are

year for our program because we predicted several 
winners the professional pollsters didn’t.” 


Current results of the BYU exit polls will be avail-

‘Jumping the Broom’ features 
a new look on the typical wedding

Are you planning a wedding and the 
thought of throwing the usual cultural 
hall reception filled with tables of 
Jell-O salad and root beer floats caus- 
es you to squirm with a peculiar type 
of nausea? Harriette Cole, fashion 
editor for Essence Magazine, address- 
e§ the banality of the conventional 
and ‘offers new ideas on planning a 
wedding in her book “Jumping the 
Broom.” 

Geared primarily towards African- 
American women, “Jumping the 
Broom” walks the prospective bride 
through the various stages of planning 
a-wedding. 

Cole begins her book with a look at 
matrimonial traditions in several 
African communities, from arranged 
marriages to pre-marital counseling 
by tribe or family members. 

‘“Jumping the Broom” then takes an 
exploratory journey through the ritu- 
als associated with weddings in the 
African-American community. As 
slaves, Cole notes that African- 
Americans were denied the right to 
marry. Instead of succumbing to this 
Oppressive edict, slaves became cre- 
ative in their quest to express their 
commitment and love towards their 
significant other. 

‘One of the traditions spawned by 
their inventiveness was the ritual of 
jumping the broom. After pledging 
their devotion to each other, the slave 
couple would then jump over a broom 
to represent their ascent into holy 
matrimony, stated Cole. 

;“Jumping the Broom” contains 
many other anecdotes that are inter- 
esting and revealing of the psyche of 
early African-Americans in regard to 
the sacred institution of marriage. 

‘Cole follows her discussion on the 
past traditions of African-Americans 
with a chapter on engagement. 
Common to many other wedding 
books, “Jumping the Broom” details 
the order in which a couple should 
announce their engagement, to par- 
ents, family and then friends, and the 
nuances of working with a jeweler. 
(Cole’s book differs, however, from 
other wedding planners concerning 
which engagement ring a couple

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should purchase. Cole discusses vari- 
ous African symbols that can be 
incorporated in to ring designs. The 
Nubian khamitic symbols such as 
ankh, which stands for eternal life and 
love; dejed column, symbolic of sta- 
bility and strength; and eye of Heru, 
which represents true vision of the 
creator — are all mentioned as possi- 
ble substitutes for the traditional dia- 
mond. ‘ 

Of particular interest to the newly 
engaged, rosy-eyed college students 
whose courtship lasted the usual four 
months, is the following section enti- 
tled “An Exercise In Discovery.” In 
this section Cole reprints a question- 
naire featured in the book “Love 
Lessons,” by Brenda K. Wade, clini- 
cal psychologist. 

Engaged couples are told to respond 
to the 70 questions listed in the ques- 
tionnaire, which deal with each others 
views on physical needs and desires, 
emotional needs and desires, money, 
intellectual, spiritual and cultural per- 
ception.

NEW YORK — The bullpen was 
exceptional, as expected. Jim Leyritz 
delivered a big home run, Andy 
Pettitte threw a marvelous game and 
Paul O’ Neill made a nifty catch. 

The New York Yankees had it all — 
pitching, hitting and fielding — in 
one of the finest weeks in their histo- 
ry. 

The result was the Yankees’ record 
23rd championship and first since 
1978, along with one of the most 
remarkable turnarounds in baseball 
history. New York became only the 
third team in 92 World Series to win it 
after losing the first two games at 
home. 

Wade Boggs and Cecil Fielder 
wound up with the first champi- 
onships in their long careers, while 
emerging stars Derek Jeter and 
Williams also celebrated in a pileup 


on the mound after the last out. At, 


manager Joe Torre’s suggestion, the 
team took a victory lap around the 
outfield, with Boggs riding a police 
horse. 

Certainly a lot of casual fans found 
themselves pulling for the Yankees, 
mostly because of Torre. 

He’d lost his brother, Rocco, to a 
heart attack this season. He’d finally 
made it to the World Series after 
4,272 games as a player and manager, 
the longest such drought in major 
league history. 

His brother, Frank, had undergone a 
desperately needed heart transplant at 
a New York hospital a day before 
Game 6. His sister, Sister Marguerite, 
is a principal at a Catholic grade 
school in nearby Queens. 

The Yankees were sentimental 
favorites, for sure, compared to 
Atlanta. Manager Bobby Cox and the 
Braves already had won last year’s 
title, and were appearing for the 
fourth time in the last five World 
Series. 

“T think the thing with my brother 
passing away and my brother, Frank, 
has taken the game and put it more on 
a personal playing field. I think 
maybe this humanized the game,” 
Torre said.

History is beginning to repeat itself in the form of 
blowout victories for the BYU football team. 
Saturday afternoon was no different as the Cougars (8-1, 
4-0 WAC) wasted little time in spoiling homecoming for 
Texas Christian University (2-5, 1-3 WAC) as they cruised 
to a 45-21 victory at Amon G. Carter Stadium in Fort 
Worth, Texas. 
"We're playing well," BYU head coach LaVell Edwards 
said after Saturday's game. "But sooner or later we're 
going to have to respond to greater testing.” 
While BYU may have to wait for its clash with Utah on 
Nov. 23 for this greater testing to come, the nationally 
ranked Cougars continue to do what they are supposed to 
do against lesser opponents -- win and win big. In its eight 
victories this season, BYU has outscored its opponents 
310-159 to win by an average of 18.8 points a game. 
Saturday against TCU, BYU took control of the game 
from the beginning and never looked back after scoring 24 
unanswered points. 
The. scoring barrage started for the Cougars as they took 
the opening kickoff 80 yards in six plays for a 7-yard 
Dustin Johnson touchdown run -- his first of the season -- 
and a-quick 7-0 lead. 
After a punt and a fumble stopped BYU's next two dri- 
ves, the Cougars got on the board again with an Ethan 
Poachman 34-yard field goal for a 10-0 lead. With the 10- 
pointelead, the BYU defense took over. 
After the ensuing kickoff, BYU linebacker Brad Martin 
recovered his fifth fumble of the season on the TCU 15- 
yard line, making it easy for the offense. BYU: quarterback 
Steve Sarkisian quickly got his first touchdown pass of the 
game as he found wide receiver Ben Cahoon all alone in 
the end zone for a 12-yard pass reception on the second 
play of the possession. 
On TCU's next possession, the Horned Frogs botched a

fake punt attempt and turned the ball over again to BYU's 
offense, this time on their own 13 yard-line. The drive last- 
ed only one play as Sarkisian found wide'receiver K.O. 
Kealaluhi in the end zone for a 13-yard touchdown pass. 

_ After a Sarkisian interception, TCU's offense finally put 
a score on the board when backup quarterback Jeff Dover 
found wide receiver Jason Tucker open for a 35-yard 
touchdown reception. 

After BYU got the ball back, the Cougars finished the 
first half scoring in style as running back Mark Atuaia took 
a handoff from Sarkisian and juked his way to a 42-yard 
touchdown for a 31-7 lead and the balance of the game in 
hand. 

BYU and TCU added two touchdowns apiece in a lethar- 
gic second half for the final tally. 

While BYU may have to wait for a physical test on the 
football field, games like Saturday's provide a mental test 
for the Cougars. "In a blowout, it's hard to keep that focus 
after you're ahead 24-0," BYU quarterback Steve Sarkisian 
said. "Especially on defense. Our defense has come out 
intense and dominating. When we get way ahead, it's hard 
to keep up that intensity." 

Kealaluhi, who left the game with a hyperextended left 
knee, added that BYU's test is to not stop themselves. "A 
win is a win, but everybody afterwards hung their heads 
down because we know we can play better by keeping it 
up and avoiding penalties and mistakes." BYU was penal- 
ized six times for 61 yards. 

For the game, Sarkisian was 20 of 26 passing for 313 
yards, three touchdowns and one interception for a 208.4 
pass efficiency rating. His 20 completions were spread out 
to 10 different Cougar receivers. On the defensive side, the 
Cougars held TCU to one touchdown and 178 yards of 
total offense in the first half when the game was still mean- 
ingful.

Same-sex marriage a hot spot 
in 2nd Congressional District

Same-sex marriage is becoming one 
of the decisive factors in the race 
between candidates Merrill Cook and 
Ross Anderson for Utah’s second dis- 
trict congressional race. 

It has become an issue of values for 
America ever since the Defense of 
Marriage Act was passed in May of 
1993. 

It is not only a concern for Utah, but 
this issue is spanning nationwide, said 
Kevin Walthers, information director 
for republican candidate Merrill 
Cook. He said Cook believes the gov- 
ernment has the right to define mar- 
riages and he said the Supreme Court 
has made that very clear. 

Since the ruling in 1993, however, 
gay and lesbian groups have tried to 
fight the decision made in congress. 

It is not a widely accepted view to 
approve homosexual unions. A poll in 
New Mexico showed that 70 percent 
of the people in that state were 
opposed to same-sex. marriages, 
Walthers said. 

Lynn Wardle, professor of law at 
BYU said that this is an urgent social 
issue because it seems to be emerging 
more and more. 

He said, because of the repercus- 
sions of the Defense of Marriage Act, 
who the elected officials in congress 
are will heavily influence what will 
ultimately be decided in the courts. 

He said in the upcoming years this 
issue will present itself as a real prob- 
lem and a critical issue in defining the 
quality of life for America. 

Ross Anderson, democratic candi- 
date for Utah's second district con: 
gress, said that same-sex marriage has 
no place in the United States congress 
and said that this decision should be 
made by the states and courts. 

He said the Defense of Marriage Act 
is unconstitutional because it discrim- 
inates against people because of their

sexual orientation. 

Anderson said that laws should have 
equal application despite sexual ori- 
entation and should not prohibit two 
people from getting married. 

“We need to stop worrying about 
what people do in private and start 
gaining understanding and compas- 
sion for other people regardless of 
their gender race or sexual orienta- 
tion,’ Anderson said. 

Anderson said that the institution of 
marriage is a relatively new idea and 
there should be more understanding 
through education on the subject. He 
said these types of changes take time 
and sited the case of Loving vs. 
Virginia which covered interracial 
marriage. 

In Utah, however, many people still 
embrace more traditional views. 

Phillip Davis, a junior in political 
science at BYU said that no country 
recognizes same-sex marriage at this 
time. 

He said the courts in the U.S. have 
defined marriage as a heterosexual 
union. In Europe, in countries such as 
Denmark and Norway, there is some- 
thing called a Domestic Partnership, 
but it is not marriage. 

Davis said, “the present academic 
climate which seeks to censor the 
defense of the traditional marriage, 
destroys the diversity which propo- 
nents of same sex marriage claim they 
are fighting for.” Davis continues, 
“society has a stake in this outcome.” 

Davis sighted the proclamation 

made by the First Presidency of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- -day 
saints, “Marriage between men and 
women is essential to His eternal 
plan. Children are entitled to birth 
within the bonds of matrimony, and to 
be reared by a father and a mother 
who honor marital vows with com- 
plete fidelity. ...We warn that the dis- 
integration of the family will bring 
upon individuals, communities, and 
nations the calamities foretold Dy 
ancient and modern prophets.” 

Davis said that children should 
never be placed by the state in a same 
sex household.

gives Orton tight race

SALT LAKE CITY 
what Rep. Bill Orton does, that darn 
“D-Utah” keeps showing up after his 
name. 

There are no Democratic donkeys 
on his campaign signs, and Orton 
isn’t saying he’ll even vote for 
President Clinton. But the three-term 
congressman from the most 
Republican district in conservative 
Utah is — let’s whisper it — a 
Democrat. 

And after a six-year political balanc- 
ing act that would do credit to a 
Wallenda, Bill Orton is in trouble. His 
well-heeled opponent, Chris Cannon, 
a self-described Reagan Republican, 
has a simple strategy: 

Not only is Orton a Democrat, 
Cannon says with relish, “He’s a clos- 
et Clinton supporter.” 

In Utah, the only state where 
Clinton placed third in 1992, the 
accusation stings like no other. And 
Cannon, a wealthy venture capitalist, 
has the cash to see that it’s delivered - 
repeatedly. 

Orton, 48, a tax attorney and one of 
the most conservative Democrats in 


Congress, is equally quick to charge’ 


Cannon with keeping bad company. 

“Just remember who was standing at 
Newt Gingrich’s shoulder last week,” 
said Orton, whose political success 
has been built on an image of inde- 
pendence. 

Polls show the pair locked in a sta- 
tistical dead heat with fully a fifth of 
the voters in the 3rd Congressional 
District undecided. 

Orton had held an early advantage, 
but his campaign received a severe 
jolt on Sept. 18. That’s when Clinton 
stood at the edge of the Grand 
Canyon and with the stroke of a pen - 
and over the protests of Orton - set 
aside 1.7 million acres of federal land 
in Utah as the Grand Staircase- 
Escalante National Monument. 

Earlier in the summer, Interior 
Secretary Bruce Babbitt had ordered 
millions of acres in southern Utah 
reevaluated as potential wilderness. 
Both actions raised howls of protest in 
Orton’s rural district, the state’s 
largest and most anti-wilderness. 

Orton’s own wilderness proposal 
would have locked up less than a mil- 
lion acres, while the administration 
seems interested in a 5.7 million-acre 
plan pushed by environmentalists. 

Cannon has jumped on the issue, 
saying it shows the maverick 
Democrat’s ineffectiveness within his 


own party. Orton, while maintaining 
he crafted what few concessions on 
the monument the administration 
gave, is plainly miffed at the White 
House. 

He joked on the radio that Clinton 
would have been in danger if he had 
crossed into Utah to announce the 
monument, a comment that angered 
the president’s state campaign coordi- 
nator. And at a recent debate, Orton 
refused to say whether Clinton would 
get his vote on Nov. 5. 

The developments were tailor-made 
for Cannon. “If (Orton) was ineffec- 
tive with Clinton before the national 
monument fiasco ... wait till you see 
how he’s treated by the White House 
after that remark,’ Cannon said. “He’s 
a man without a party.” 

Orton counters by saying the race 
“should have nothing to do with who 
I vote for for president.” 

But Orton clearly has been forced 
on the defensive by the actions of his 
own party’s presidential candidate. 
While he says his relationship with 
the White House is “very good,” 
Orton also admits “you wouldn’t clas- 
sify me as one of the president’s 
strongest supporters.” 

The congressman said his voice is 
heard where it’s most important - on 
budget matters. 

“The president and I are not friends. 
He doesn’t invite me to lunch or on a 
jog,” Orton said. “If we get together, 
and we do, it’s to work on some tech- 
nical detail of the budget.” 

The Clinton-Gore campaign is only 
slightly warmer toward Orton. 
Clinton-Gore Utah coordinator 
Nelson Reyneri said Orton is commit- 
ted to some of the same issues as the 
president, including deficit reduction, 
family values and education. 

“We doubt Chris Cannon would be 
as effective,’ Reyneri said. 

Orton believes the president’s some- 
what improved position in Utah polls 
this year - he trails Dole by single 
digits - won’t affect him as badly as 
the president’s unpopularity in 1994, 
when Clinton was perceived as less 
moderate and the Republicans took 
control of Congress. 

“IT don’t think it helps, but it hurts 
me less,” said Orton, who, like 
Clinton, has stressed economic and 
budget issues with voters. 

Orton accuses Cannon of embracing 
GOP presidential candidate Bob 
Dole’s 15 percent across-the-board 
tax cut plan, which the congressman 
said can’t be paid for and will balloon 
the deficit.

A national organization has been 
asked by its BYU chapter to further 
review the June firing of an assistant 
English professor to determine if 
there was a violation of academic 
freedom. 

Gail Houston, an assistant English 
professor, was not granted continuing 
faculty status at her six-year review, a 
decision that the BYU administration 
continues to uphold. She and the 
BYU chapter of the American 
Association of University Professors 
(AAUP), consisting of 20 members, 
asked their national affiliate to review 
the case. 

Explaining this decision in a Sept. 
24 letter to President Merrill J. 
Bateman, the BYU chapter wrote, 
“We believe it is in the best interest of 
the university to obtain the opinion of 
an impartial external organization 
whose main purpose is to further aca- 
demic freedom at colleges and univer- 
sities across the country.” 

After receiving a letter from the 
AAUP, President Bateman wrote back 
that the university would soon 
respond to the organization’s concerns 
about the procedure used during the 
tenure review, the violation of acade- 
mic freedom, and sexual discrimina- 
tion against Houston. 

Jim Gordon, associate academic 
vice president, is working on that 
response. He said that the AAUP’s 
1940 academic freedom statement 
permits religious limitations as long 
as they are clearly stated in writing. 

“Our academic freedom statement is 
fully compliant with that,’ Gordon 
said. In 1970 an interpretive comment 
was added to the AAUP statement 
which did not endorse religious limi- 
tations, but did not prohibit them 
either, Gordon continued. 

He said the administration stands by 
its decision to deny Houston continu- 
ing status for reasons stated in a letter 
written to her informing her of her 
denial of tenure. That letter states: 

“You have engaged in a pattern of 
publicly contradicting fundamental 
Church doctrine and deliberately 
attacking the Church. You have made 
public statements, orally and in writ- 
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ing, that approvingly and positively 
describe the practice of praying to 
Heavenly Mother as well as Heaveiuly 
Father. Your public affirmations of 
this practice contradict fundamental 
Church doctrine that we should pray 
only to Heavenly Father.” 

Other reasons mentioned in the let- 
ter include criticism of the church for 
its gender views, opposition of church 
doctrine about extending the priest- 
hood to women and disagreeing with 
the expectations of BYU faculty set 
forth in university policy. 

The series of recent dismissals and 
faculty decisions to leave have created 
“serious problems here with faculty 
and staff morale,” stated the letter 
from the AAUP.’ 

“We are losing our reputation for 
being a place for open discussion and 
scholarship,” said Scott Abbott, an 
associate professor of German and a 
member of the board of directors for 
the AAUP. He said the interpretive 
1970 comment required that any reli- 
gious limitations placed on faculty 
must be narrowly defined and precise, 
“And we don’t think they are at 
Byes 

“The first hope (of the organization) 
is that things be done to work it out,” 
Abbott explained. 

If the AAUP is not satisfied with the 
response from the university in regard 
to Houston’s case, a committee will 
come to campus and their recommen- 
dations, if negative, could be pub- 
lished in the AAUP journal, 
“Academe”, said Abbott. 

The AAUP is not an accrediting 
organization, but their censure of a 
university may be published by other 
national organizations. However, the 
Northwest association, in charge of 
BYU’s accreditation, “has found that

Gordon said. — 

The BYU chapter hopes for further 
discussion of academic freedom at 
BYU. “Our hope is that there be 
fewer limits at BYU than there are at 
present so that we may discuss a 
wider range of topics than we can cur- 
rently,” Abbott said. 
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
